EDITORIALS 
Middie East Debt to Britain 


Much is being made of Britain’s faults in 
anti-British publications in the United States 
and countries behind the Iron Curtain of 
Sovict domination. British colonial policy 
over the past years is pictured as cruel and 
selfish, which is a deliberate misrepresenta- 
tion. Whatever faults individual governors 
of British colonies have been guilty of in past 
decades, the policy of Britain has been bene- 
ficial to the backward countries it has, ruled. 

British policy has been one of gradual 
preparation for self-government of native 
peoples wherever the flag has been flown. 
That is why India received her independence, 
why the great dominions of the Common- 
wealth have been created out of former 
colonies. The same thing is true in the 
Middle East, where British industry, engi- 
neering sktll and governmental genius has 
had sway. 

Today Persia, known as Iran, is taking 
advantage of the difficulties under which 
Britain is laboring, by claiming her right to 
her national resources. While such a claim 
is within the national rights of Iran, it should 
not be forgotten by critics of British policy 
that Iran owes a tremendous debt to Britain 
for the development of these latent resources, 
[ran could not and never would develop them 
alone. 

Another country that owes Britain a 
ereat debt of gratitude is Egypt. It was 
under British approval and help that Egypt 
won her liberation from the enslavement of 
the Turkish empire, and since that day it 
has been British wealth and engineering 
enterprise that has developed Egypt's inde- 
nendence. If the Sudan today is a:prize for 
Egypt to covet, it is because British gold, 
blood and labor has made of a desert country 
a prosperous and contented people.

Churchill’s Heavy Task 


The new British government, headed by 
Winston Churchill, has stepped into one of 
the most difficult positjons to confront any 
government, Its task is all the more difficult 


because of the fact that its over-all majority 


in parliament is only a little bigger than that 
the former Labor government had. There 
are things to be accomplished that only a de- 
termined and strong government can do. 
Some things will have to be dealt with more 
tenderly than a government with a big ma- 
jority would need to demonstrate. 

Some idea of the problems before the 
Churchill cabinet may be gathered from a 
survey of the headlines in the daily press. 
They include such statemenis as: Narrow 
Churchill Majority Leaves Britain Uncer- 
tain; Churchill Victory Demands Care in 
U.K. Relation With U.S.; British Division 
Sails For Middle East; Iran Dispute to Come 
Before U.N.—and, if these are not enough, 
a glimpse at the internal difficulties in Brit- 
ish national life should convince everyone 
that Churchill has taken over a tremendously 
heavy task. 


More Hatching Eggs Needed 


The demand in Alberta for baby chicks 
this past season far exceeded the supply and 
it looks as though the 1952 spring hatching 
season will bring even greater demands. 
There is a shortage of Alberta-produced 
hatching eggs, and in spite of high ccmmer- 
cial egg price producers can get still higher 
returns from their eggs by producing hatch- 
Ing eges. 

According to F. J. Higginson, Acting 
Poultry Commissioner for Alberta, more pro- 
ducers with high quality flocks should con- 
sider getting them approved. Requirements 
consist mainly of efficient management and 
differ very little from practices that should 
be followed by all egg producers. 

Alberta needs more hatching eggs—and 
Alberta farmers and poultrymen should 
produce them,

Edmonton Scientists Cure Barley 
Smut, Tackle Butter Canning 


An inexpensive, simple control 
for barley smut was discovered 
recently in Edmonton by Dr. L. 
E. Tyner, plant pathologist with 
the Canada Department of Agri- 
culture. 


The chemical treatment, if used 
by all prairie barley producers, 
could save millions of bushels of 
barley from loss. 

The chemical, which has been 
under test at Edmonton, Saska- 
toon, and Winnipeg experimental 
laboratories, has been found 
almost 100 per cent efficient. 
Only in one case did the treat. 
ment fail to remove all traces of 
amut, 0.2 ver cent remained. 

Treatment with the new dis- 
covery requires that seed barley 
be soaked 10 hours in water, and 
then for 48 hours in a two per 
cent solution of the chemical. The 
water-soaking is done to soften 
the kernel and allows the chemi- 
cal to penetrate into the embryo 
where the smut grows. 

Dr. Tyner estimates that the 
coot of treatment will be about 20 
cents a bushel, as compared to 
the only alternative method, 
which costs usually over $1.00 a 
bushel, 

The old method, which wiil be 
made obsolete by Dr. Tyner’s dis- 
covery, was performed with a cen- 
trally located treating machine, 
and involved delicate control of 
time and temperature. 

Dr. Tyner’s method can be per- 
formed in a barrel.
